Fair Play For Railroad*. 


At'a chamber of commerce luncheon held in an eastern 


Massachusetts city a few days ago ex-Mayor Fitzgerald of 
Boston severely arraigned the postoffice department.for its 
treatment of the railroads in connection .with the. transporta- 
tion of parcel post matter, pronouncing the course, of,the gov- 
ernment nothing less than plain larceny. 
It has been con- 


tended by the railroads that they are not properly paid for car- 
rying the mails since the parcel post was'estabhshed, and this 
claim would appear to be well based unless they were over- 
paid before, as there has been no increase in the pay since the 
work of the parcel post was added. 
-. 


Mr Fitzgerald said that Congress should take up this mat- 


ter and see that justice is done to the railroads, which are now 
compelled to carry merchandise at a loss. He said the railroad 
situation in New England and other parts of the country is 
bad-enough and that the government ought not to unjustly 
place;a further burden upon them. 


On the face of the matter it looks as if, Mr. Fitzgerald was 


right the railroads of the country come under the heading 
of "big busiriess," against which there is at the present lime 
much prejudice, some of which is reasonable and much -pi 
which is not. But that is no reason why injustice should be 
doneUo the railroads. They should be compelled to 'serve the 
public efiiciently and at reasonable rates, and all efiorts to 
achieve, that end will be endorsed by fair-minded people, who 
ask nothing but a square deal and will not knowingly seek to 
impose anything but a square deal To this they are entitled, 
but no more so and no less so than the railroads. 


This question of pay for carrying the mails should be settled 


on an equitable basis. The railroads should be given no ad- 
vantage and the government should take none. '1 he carriers 
are. entitle'd to reasonable compensation for the work they do 
ancfii is not fair to increase the work without raising the pay 
unless, as before mentioned, the roads have been overpaid 11 
the past. 
It should be easy to ascertain where justice lies n 


this connction, and if the present rates arc not equitable the) 
should be replaced with those, that are. The parcel post .wa. 
established for the benefit of the public and the public shouk 
be willing, and is willing, to pay the cost without "hogging 
any part of it out of the railroads.
